Panris, July 18, 1866,

The clouds which we thought were dispelled
are gathering thicker and thicker every day.
We thought that peace would soon return; bat
this was a delusion, The Prussians and the Aus-
trians, as well as the Germans in general, are
oontinning to cul each otherd’ throate,

Wmilst diplomatists are exchapging telegra-
phiccyphered deapniches between Paris, Berlin,
and Viennu, the ieathern helmefs are marching
towarde the Austmian capital, beating the Bava-
rians near Kissingen, and menace Frankfort on-
the-Main, defended by the Prince ol Hesse with
the Federal army. In the south the Italiana
have already Invaded the Quadrilateral, which
bhas become French territery. No peace, no
armistioe, in resechoed from Berlin to Paris
Delenda est Carthago—Austria must fall,

It i ip vain that the Emperor of the French
bhas attempted to be the arbiter of the destinies
of the world, Fara da se, orive Vietor Emanuel,
Miud your own business, says Prussiain polite
terms.

The German and Ttalian press are most violent
sgainst Frunce, Some ol the journals of the
peninsula talk of taking back Nice and Savoy,
and the Koinische Zeltung threatens to make us
scquainted with the lnmous needie-gun.

All this shows that it would perhaps have
been botter had our Emperor left the Itallons
and the Germans to fight it oul by themaelves,

“I'hoso that i quarrels interpose
Often got & blocay nose,”

becowes every duy more attentive, All soldirrs
and sailors absent on furlough bave been re-
ealled; workmen are busy night anl day in the
arsenals; and our army talors have their bands
full. Troops are being echelloned on the custern
frontier, so that everything may be ready in
case the Prussiung and the Itallens should get
t00 gaucy.

There was more hagte than good speed in our
llumination on the 5th of July,

The Prussians, evervwhere vierorious, wish to
drive the Hapsburgs out of the German Con-
federation,

Ap pegurds the Italians, they will not hear
ot having Venetia ceded in this way; they are
detertuined to conguer it themselyes,

We are in a nice pickle in Earope at the pre-
sent moment, The Franco-Austrian alhmnce
does not seem to make much progress, and the
terma put forward by King Willinm of Prussia
press with all the welght of his victories on
Austria and her allles, Austrin seems deters
mined to abide by the fortunes of war rather
than submit to humiliativg conditions, which
would exclude her from the Germanic Con-
tederation,

ALL 18 NOT 1,087,

The Austrian army, which % sald to be anni-
hilated, is being rapidly reorganized, 460,000
men will again soon be able to take the field,
Benedek hes been superseded and replaced by
the Arohduke Albert apnd Genernl John, the
oonqueror of Custozza, Hungary, now certain
of having all she nsks, intends sending her
Mast gon (say the Ausiriun papers) for the defense
of Austrin., A country llke Austrin is not lost
because it bhas undergone a few defeats,
and [ should not be sarpriged if they soon tarn
the tables on the haughty Prussians. Two
thousand needleguns are being given datly to
the Austrian Army.

Prinee Navoleon wus a few days ago to
have lett for Florence on an ofiicial mission,
the object of which was to make Vietor
Emuanuel withdraw [rom the Prus:ian alliance,
and accept Veneuin. However, as it appears
that such ajourney would be fruitless, for the
present the ides bas been piven up.  The pre-
gent state of things cannot last long, War and
disease everywhere! Bhould we be obliged to
take a part in the strusgle, we hope that we
shall nol be unprepared,

Prussia does not scem very willing to abandon
what she has conguered. Italy will not now be
satisfied with Venetia; she demnnds that Ttalian
Tyrol should be given up to her, 3

Whilst writing, 1 learn that the following pro
posals have been submitted to the Emperor: —

Italy and Prossia will agree w an armistice
on the following terms:—

1. Prussia will annex but Mecklenburg and
Hegee,

3. The German Confederation to be reorgs-
niged under the auspices of Prussia,

3. Austria to be excluded from the German
Confederation,

4, Bhe will retain possession of the provinces
now occupied by Prussian troopa.

5. France to recover the frontier of 1814,

It 18 hardly to be believed that Austrin will
sceede to the above conditions; so the war
will continue. The Emperor, who iatended to
go to Nancy, as 1 told you in my former letters,
will remain in Pars, a8 the stute of political
affuirs will not allow him to absent himself.
Thus there is no foundation for the report that
the Emperor was to bave ap intetview with the
King of Prussia in the capital of the Lorraine.
Nevertheless the Empress and the Prince Impe-
rial intend honoring the letes ni Nuncy with u
visit

be allowed to do whnt they like with asustria,

GREAT GUNS!

——

Another 20-inch Gun Cast st Fort Pist
Works — A Paritanieal Kuaoek-Down
Argunment—The Process and Dimen-
slonn.

On Saturday, at twelve o'cloek, a number of
ladies snd gentlemen were assembled ac Fort
Pitt foundry 1o witness the casting of u twenly-
inch navy gun for the monitor FPurilan, now
bullding in New York. Thisls the lirst gun of
tne size cast for tue navy. Two other guns of
this vize were, some time sgo, cast lor the army,
As Iar as we are uhle to judee irom the suce«-stul
manner in which the mould was tilled with hot
metal, the present gun I8 u perfect suecess, the
result of upremittng attention by Colonel
Joseph Kaye, who has been connected wiin
these works for twenty-seven years, and his
assistants, Very few of the guus onst at these
works ever fall o belng perfect. The one just
cast will undoubtedly be taken from the mould
as complete, Some ten days will be required
before it will be sutficieutly cooled to be raken
out. It was cast on the Rodman principle—that
in, with a stream of cold waler passing constantly
turough the core,

Among the spectators was Captain Kholostaff,
of the Russian Royal Mining Engineers, who has
been sent by that Government to inspect our
manufacturing establishments, our gocial and

1t was heated in
three furnaces; No, 4 conlained 68,000 1bs, ; No, 5,
26,800 1bs, amd No, 6, 55,200, Of tnis amount ol
metal, 100,000 1bs, was Juniata second fusion,
and 20,000 1be, Juninta pig, irom the Rodman
and Bloomfleld turnsce. Jt I8 considered the
best metal in the country for cast-iron guns,
The fires to heatl this immense amount of
metal were kindled at 4+36 A, M. on Baturday.
No, 4 was down, and the melting completed at
1146, No. 5 at 10745, and No. 4 at 10046 A, M,
At 10 minutes past 12 o'clock furnaces Nos. 4
und 6 were tapped, and No. 6 4 lew minutes
alter. The time consumed in running the metal
fromn the furnaces into the would was very
short. No, 4 stopped at 12*22; No. 5 at 12+28,
and No, 6 at 12:24, The metul was very pertect,
Al the commencrment of ecasting, the temoers-
ture Inside the foundry was 82 degrees, and
outside 77 degrees,

When the water commenced to run from the
hydrant into the core, the temperature was 81
degrees,  When the core barrel was fall the
temperature was 09 degroes,  Ten miputes (rom
the time of commenciog the casidng the w ter
wis 114 degrees, nnd twenty minutes aftor 148
deerecs, at which temperature it stooa as long
us we rematned.  The density of this gun is sup-
posed to be somewhut lower than those pre-
viously cast, beme from 723 to 724,

The length of the rough casting 18 286 inches,
The maximum diwmeter is 656} inches ana the
minimum 48 inches, Whon finished, the breech
ol the gun will measure 64 fnches in diametor,
and the nozzle 3564 inches. The length of the
oylinder bore is 147 inch s, depth ot chamber,
10 inches. The thickness of metal ontside (he
bore at the breach 22 inches, and at the nozzle
T 8:103pches, The extreme length of the gun i
188 inches, Dismeter of trunnion, 18 inches, At
420 Bunday morning the water was turned ofl,
a1t which the temperature was 97 deg, At 1045
_\c.-stvrt'lui.' the core burrel was hosted, when It
came out perlectly clean, there being every in-
dication ol perfect success in the casting.  After
the barrel was hoisted out, a very small stream
of water was allowed to flow iuto the bore, when
it imwediately became stenm.  This will be con-
tinued until tnis morning st 8 o'clock, when a
column of cold mir will be foreed in, and the
cooling process completed in this way.—# ifls-
